teachers, both old and young. In 
the course of his remarks he said 
that to a great measure teachers are 
résponsible for the regular atten- 
dance of their pupils. The reason 
attendance is not good is often be- 
cause the teacher lacks power of 
using various expedients. When a 
child is often absent, find out the 
cause —if in the child, work with it 
—if in the parents, work at them. 
If a child does not attend regularly 
all its work ravels out,“ as knit- 
ting does if a stitch is missed here 
and another there. Five months 
steady, reliable work in school is 
far better than eight months of ir- 
regular labor, This experience has 
proven at the Normal School. 

We now come inside the sehool 
room. Appliances, text books, etc. 


are of great importance, although 
secondary to the work of the 
teacher. Good illustrative appar- 
atus saves a great deal of laborious 
talking, and gives a far clearer and 
more definite knowledge of things 
required to be known than any- 
thing else. Money is always pes 
cheaply when for the support of the 
public schools, hence, get good ap- 
pliances. 

In 83 use the inductive 
principles and draw out what is in 
the child’s mind. The child is a 
bundle of ibilities, having fac- 
ulties in all stages ready to spring 
forth into useful trees. There are 
difficulties in the way—hereditary 
tendencies and varied temperaments 
are to be counteracted. ere teach- 
ing is poor work. The mind must 
be trained and these tendencies, as 
far as 2 eradieated. ere 
parrot-like reproduction is really 
‘useless, Professor Allen illustrated 
this in several comical allusions to 
that which he had personally met 
with. We are too apt, instead of 
training a child to try and teach it. 
The mind must first be put in a 
receptive state, then that which is 
sown will be retained. Too much 
seed is scattered on arid plains, and 
there is no real sowing, harrowing 
or rolling, so there can be no fruit. 
First, train the faculties of the child 
so that he is master of himself and 
knows what he can do. If you 
make all schools training institu- 
tions, great good can then be ac- 
romplished. The mind must be 

rained through the body. If you 
walk behind an idiot, bis prow 
movements reveal the state of his 
mind: And until the mind has 
mastered the body, no mental dis- 
cipline can be of use. Let gymnas- 
tics be taught in our primary 
schools, and such training would 
entirely revolutionize. our higher 
scholastic institutions. There are 
big boys and girls oftentimes who 
cannot move hands or feet properly. 
and yet these children are expected 
to write as soon as the pen is 
placed in their fingers. Give the 

upil the training and he will learn 
n spite of you. Give him the 
knowledge without the training and 
it is a waste of time. Let teaching 
be thorough. Thoroughness is 
giving to a child what such a 
child can fully grasp and master, 
and in like proportion with children 
of more years. First ask, when 
ou are about to teach, Is it useful? 
econd, Is it immediately useful? 
Third, Is the pupil old enough to 
take, comprehend and grasp it as 
his own? If the knowledge suits 
these three uirements, then 
give it and it will be useful. The 
rule applies to education, ‘‘Make 
haste slowly,“ ina most significant 
manner. t hurry a child as fur 
as technical knowledge is concerned. 
I know there is the prejudice of 
parents and officials to contend 
agaiust, but satisfy the child that 
he is learning, aud all else will be 
satisfied. Let the child do well 
what it and there is pleasure in 
it. Keep him at simplicities until 
he revels in them, and then 
on. All children like to do things 
they ca. do well; knowledge has to 
be loved ere it can be mastered. 
Arother important thing that is 
overlooked is that a child must be 
kept in motiou—physical and men- 
tal. Make things move, and success 
will attend your efforts, The lazy 
teacher never does the mind of the 
child any good, but where energy is 
put into everything, time passes 
rapidly and education is easy both 
to child and teacher. 
After a song by Miss Finlayson, 
„Ring the Bells,“ Professor T. B. 
Gray read a per on The 
worth of our life in Arithmetic.“ 
The Professor said; Arithmetic is 
one of the most important parts of 
the teacher’s work. The teachers 
are satisfied with the general results 
gained frow their classes in arith- 
metic, for seldom are .all pupils 
found who t ly understand

to teach. Text books often fail us, 
both as to and matter. 


Let useful things be well taught, 
and there is then some ened in 
teaching. Teach by objects and 
then go to the abstract numbers, 
and by so doing, make the thing 
easy and pleasurable. Do not at- 
tempt to teach too much at a time. 
A little, well taught, is better than 
much badly taught. There is no 
instruction in reality, unless that 
which is taught is understood and 
remembered. Constant review is 
necessary to retain that which has 
already n gained. In the first 
year’s work, let the simplest pro- 
cesses of arithmetic be fully under- 
8 Second year, a little further 
advance in the same direction, and 
the third year, require the pupils to 
use correctly the four fundamental 
rules, and use three periods of 
figures. In the fourth year let the 
principles of fractious 1 
explained. In the sixth, sevent 
and eigth years, let the useful por- 
tions of Robinson’s Complete Arith- 
metic be mastered, leaving the 
other portions for the high school. 
In conclusion, let me impress upon 
your minds the 1 rules: 
First, See that a subject is thor- 
oughly understood before leaving 
it. Second, Do not let it be forgot- 
ten. A discussion then followed on 
the objeet of the lecture, and re- 
marks were made by Professors 
S. Boweh, Oman and Rev. George 
W. James. The patriarch of the 
Institute, Professor Allen, then 
gave one of his inimitable talks on 
the er His chat was cram- 
med full of hints to teachers, which 
cannot fail to be profitable. A 
pianoforte solo by Miss Cara, splen- 
didly rendered, closed the pro- 
gramme for the afternoon. 

At the evening session, held in 
the Methodist Chureh for the con- 
venience of its larger auditorium, 
Professor Granville F. Foster, Prin- 
cipal of the Reno public schools, 
delivered a most able and scholarly 
address on The Character of the 
True Teacher.“ The lecture was 
extemporaneous, no MS. or notes 
being used. While the obligation 
to perform honest labor rests upon 
all men, upon teachers it rests moie 
heavily than upon others. For in 
no vocation has one persun greater 
influence either for good or for evil. 
The impressions given and received 
in the school room are lasting; not 
only to death, but have effect after- 
wards. As the soundings of asmall 
though sonorous body will vibrate 
until the whele atmosphere is set 
ia motion, so with the teacher’s in- 
fluence. It may set in motion for- 
ces for good or evil that will influ- 
ence the world. Therefore it is ob- 
vious that although the teacher 
may possess much learniog, and 
have adequate skill to aptly convey 
it to others, unless he is a man of 

re thought and good principle he 

s not fit for the responsible position 

he eccupies. There is.an indefinite 
influence about all men that neces- 
sarily affect those Who come within 
its radius. Washington's influeuce 
even upon strangers was so refining 
that they instinctively avoided pro- 
fanity or obscenity in his presence. 
In noble company men mast grow 
in the good and the noble,andin sin 
the bad. Wecannot even think of 
the bad without receiving some of 
its contamination, and as the in- 
fluence of a good mau’s character 
works actively upon his pupils, so 
does the influence of a bad man’s 
life and character.“ The lecturer 
then forcibly spoke of the following 
requisites for the formation of the 
true character of the teacher: 

I.—A man of highly polished 
manners, : 

II.—A model of neatness in per- 
sen and dress. 

IiI.—A (possessor of illimitable 
patience. 

IV.—Possessed of the warmest 
9 for his pupils. 

V.—Filled with a heart’s enthus- 
iasm for his work. A splendid 
idea was generated from the Greex 
der:vation of the word enthusiasm. 
En theos—the God within—how 
suggestive of true enthusiasm. 

f.—A teacher must fully under- 
stand all that he would teach and 
fi nally the teacher must be a man 
of abiding confidence on re- 
Jigion and virtue. He may 
be an atheist, yet he should 
settled convictions as far as princi- 
ples of right or wrong are concerned, 
and living a life consistent with his 
profession, his influence will be for 
good. But how much better must 
the influence be of those men and 
women whose lives and characters 
are impregnated with the doctrines 
of the humble Nazarene, which 
have brought moral and spiritual 
light into the world. |

TO-DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


The Institute was called to order 
at, 9:45 by Superintendent Young. 
vagy Welcker of California, — 
a few remarks on the California 
State Association, in which he 
commended the spirit which 
prompted teachers to come from all 
parts to meet for mutual help and 
encouragement. He spoke high] 
of County Institutes. Professor J. 
E. Bray then spoke. He said: 
G'ammar is said to be dry and 
difficult; it ought not to be so, It 
should bea most interesting subject, 
and can undoubtedly be made so if 
properly presented. I shall ask 
why is the subject not interesting, 
and secondly, how can we make it | 
Interesting? A learned writer has 
said we learn to do a thing by doin 
it. This principle applies to al 
branches of study, an

already learned. First impressions 
are the most permanent; therefore 
how careful should we be tosee that 
all the child imbibes is correct, not 
only in matter, but in expression. 
The query now arises, ‘‘W hat qual- 
ifieations should a teacher possess 
for the task?“ He ought himself 
to be a eorrect 1 a correct, 
easy and graceful writer. If we 
could all come up to the high 
standard exp by Professor 
Foster last evening, then indeed 
would there be a wonderful revolu- 
tion in the morals of the world. If 
we do not attain, we should strive 
to this perfection and go on teach- 
ing so In grammar. Let us aim 
high and go on progressing as we 
teach. When should we begin 
to teach grammar? Some say 
never; others when the child can 
read; others, begin when the child 
is in the cradle. The latter is my 
position; but a barrier is here inter- 
We cannot get at the chil- 
dren at this period; we must await 
their arrival in school. Therefore 
we can’t begin where we ought to. 
So we must make the best of it. and 
begin where we can. If every pa- 
rent could write ar.d speak correctly, 
and all associates of children used 
pure speech, grammar would be a 
useless study. But as this ideal is 
not in existence we must begin as 
teachers to give grammar lessons as 
soon as the child arrives in school. 
How should the lessons be con- 
ducted? There is great difference 
of opinion on this subject. My 
opinion is that it should go hand in 
hand with reading. Let all errors 
of speech be corrected as they occur. 
Then let the writing of sentences 
occupy the mind, then paragraphs, 
until facility of expression is ob- 
tained. Do not wait until the 
grammar class is reached. Let the 
child speak correctly always, and 
then grammar comes easy and com- 
prehensible. It is held by some 
that the best method of — 
grammar, is to place before a pupi 
incorrect sentences, requiring him 
to correct and give reasons for the 
correction. I doubt the expediency 
of this plan, and my experience is 
that it is not philosophical at ali 
times. While in some measure 
good, use this method carefully.
